that of locating competent men 
in 
various communities to superintend 
the organizing of local units. 
The 
county organizer is urged not to be 
in haste, but to take time in order to 
appoint men, if possible, 
who have 
had military 
experience. 
Although 
advisable, this is not absolutely nec­ 
essary because in most communities, 
the state committee points out, will 
be found men who have had exper­ 
ience in the uniform rank work of

The real reason for organizing the

ernor for i duty in the 
state. 
The 
cjuties of such a body of troops will 
be similar to the Work now being 
done by the national guard, such as 
guarding 
bridges 
and ammunition 
plants, the 
quelling of strikes 
or 
mutinies of various kinds, and the 
performing of other duties for which 
they may be needed as the war pro­ 
gresses.” 
The fact is emphasized that there 
will be no limit 
to the number 
of 
units which may be organized in the 
county. Of course, there must he a 
limit to the numiber of units which is

Com Canning Precautions 


Miss Roberta McNeill of the P ur­ 
due extension department says that 
corn is one of the vegetables whieh 
should be handled carefully if a s a t­ 
isfactory product is to ¡be obtained. 
Canning corn will be a new experi­ 
ence for Rush county housewives, 
but there is little doubt 
but that 
many of them will try it this year 
because of the emphasis which has 
been placed on the necessity of can­ 
ning all vegetables possible. 
Miss McNeill says that corn must 
be in prime condition to start with 
between the 
milk and 
the 
dough 
stage is best. 
If 
under-ripe it is 
tasteless, has a poor 
appearance 
and a tendency to sour. 
If over­ 
ripe it is dry 
and discolors 
when 
processing. 
The 
corn should 
be 
canned within half hour after gath­ 
ering if 
possible. 
If pulled 
with 
husks and considerable of the shank 
on it will stay fresh somewhat long­ 
er. Com that has been gathered for 
some time is more 
likely to spoil. 
More salt than is necessary for fla­ 
voring is likely to produce a sour 
taste. 
A small amount of sugar— 
about one teaspoon to the quart, im­ 
proves the flavor. 
Very hard water 
tends to make the icorn yellow. It is 
also made yellow and the flavor im­ 
paired by over-cooking. 
To avoid 
this, after blanching for live minutes 
and cold dipping, have 
cans hot, 
pack com in cans as quickly as pos­ 
sible, cover with hot water and place 
in water bath at once, tighten cans 
and cool quickly avoiding a direct 
draft to prevent cans from breaking. 
Corn swells when processing, there­ 
fore, at least half an inch of space 
should be left at the top of the can. 
The liquid in the can will be clearer 
and the corn will be a better texture 
and more easily sterilized 
if it is 
shaken into the cans 
rather than 
squeezed in. 
A solid mass of corn 
prevents circulation in the can and 
makes it more difficult for the heat 
■to penetrate. 
-Good corn shyuld be 
,a good color, not yellow or brown, 
have the kernels distinct and the li­ 
quid clear, 
if corn spoils, it should 
not be reheated 
and used 
as the 
spoiling may be due to the growth of 
bacteria.

$1*2 worth of feed in the production 
of $10 worth of milk. Even if used 
for breeding purposes, such a cow 
might not produce a calf that would 
be any better as a dairy 
animal. 
Neither is 
there 
any loss 
in the 
slaughter of a hen that consumes $6 
worth of feed in the production of 
$5 worth of eggs. 
As a 
general 
principle, female animals should not 
be slaughtered as long as they are 
valuable for breeding purposes, but 
a general law prescribing that rule 
would work injury and hardship in 
a great many instances. 
The best 
policy is one of education with the 
purpose of inducing the 
owner to 
weigh relative values carefully be­ 
fore 
consigning 
any 
animal 
to 
slaughter.
